Bv GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension \ gent 
All Kentuck y bluegrass is not 
the same. There is a wide dif­ 
ference in performance and ap­ 
pearance of Kentuck y bluegrass j 
varieties showing up in trials at 
The Ohio Agricultural Research 
(OARDC).

Merle Niehaus, research agro­ 
nomist, Merlon, Windsor, P ra­ 
to, and A-20 varieties rate out­ 
standing after three years of 
growth. All of these are avail- 
commercially. 
Some trials indicate, however, 
that Merion is susceptible to 
sm ut and probably will be se­ 
verely damaged by the disease. 
Varieties rated about average 
were Cougar,

common, Newport, and Delft.

Most 
other varieties had five times 
as many weeds iii the area cut 
at lVk inches than where the 
grass was cut at 2 inchees. 
The source of common Ken­

yard. Common Kentuck y is a 


natural blend of many strains, 
and thai which is grown in Ken­ 
tuck y is an acceptable grass 
for Ohio lawns. However, most 
“common 
seed sold in Ohio 
is not Kentuck y grown. “Com 
mon'’ grown on the west coast 
is not necessarily adapted to 
Ohio. "Common” imported from 
European countries is not an ac­ 
ceptable lawn grass because it 
contains weed seed and is high­ 
ly susceptible to leaf spot. 
Efforts are underway at the 
OARDC to develop new club- 
grass varieties that are better 
adapted to Ohio lawns.

No Barrier Is Impenetrable 


It is un ax iom of military science 
that no obstacle is insurmountable,no 
barrier impenetrable. 
Generals 
who 
have forgotten this have often paid 
fearsome penalties. 
No detailed information has been re­ 
vealed as to the nature of the obstacle 
to be built across Vietnam because to 
do so would endanger security , it is 
said. 
It could consist of two high barbed 
wire fences, electrified and decorated 
with warning devices 
and 
ex plosive 
booby traps. Between the fences mine­ 
fields could be laid and machine gun 
posts set up at intervals. 
The barrier can be brightly lit along 
its entire length at night, and patroll­ 
ed, but even so a determined enemy 


will find a way . If he cannot pierce it, 
he may get around it by sea 
Uusually the purpose of a barrier is 
to delay the enemy long enough to 
bring the max imum force to bear on 
him and inflict such casualties that he 
can easily be beaten back. If he puts 
in more strength the casualty cost in­ 
creases. 
But war is more of an art than a sci­ 
ence and good luck is worth more than 
slide rules. Barrier techniques have im­ 
proved greatly since World War II 
but men are still the same. 
The only surprising thing about this 
barrier is that it was not erected two 
y ears ago. If it had been, the Pentagon 
would now be announcing the new tech- 
enique designed to take its place.

No Barrier Is Impenetrable 


It is an axiom of military science 
that no obstacle is insurmountable.no 
barrier impenetrable. 
Generals 
who 
have forgotten this have often paid 
fearsome penalties. 
No detailed information has been re­ 
vealed as to the nature of the obstacle 
to be built across Vietnam because to 
do so would endanger security, it is 
said. 
It could consist of two high barbed 
wire fences, electrified and decorated 
with warning devices 
and explosive 
booby traps. Between the fences mine­ 
fields could be laid and machine gun 
posts set up at intervals. 
The barrier can be brightly lit along 
its entire length at night, and patroll­ 
ed, but even so a determined enemy 


will find a way. lf he cannot pierce it, 
he may get around it by sea 
Uusually the purpose of a barrier is 
to delay the enemy long enough to 
bring the maximum force to bear on 
him and inflict such casualties that he 
can easily be beaten back. If he puts 
in more strength the casualty cost in­ 
creases. 
But war is more of an art than a sci­ 
ence and good luck is worth more than 
slide rules. Barrier techniques have im­ 
proved greatly since World War II 
but men are still the same. 
The only surprising thing about this 
barrier is that it was not erected two 
years ago. If it had been, the Pentagon 
would now be announcing the new tech- 
enique designed to take its place.

Dear Sir: 
During the last several weeks 
the 107th General Assem bly was 
in session, 
much attention was 
created by the eventual en act­ 
m ent into law- Senate Bill 350, 
m ore commonly known as the 
om nibus Education Tax Bill. 
Politicians 
and 
educators 
have m ade general statem ents 
to the effect that ‘this is the 
biggest lift to education in the 
history of the State of Ohio.” 
Perhaps, 
generally 
speaking, 
across the State of Ohio, there 
is some truth to this statem ent. 
In m any school districts where 
the evaluation per-pupil *s how 
there will be a considerable in­ 
crease in State monies, which is 
good for those districts. How­ 
ever, it is only fair to point out 
what effect the prov isions 
ol 
this bill will have in the Teays 
Valley School District. 
The State Foundation form ula 
has always been difficult to in­ 
terpret to the citizenry, but for 
all practical purposes it is based 
on a philosophy o f “ equaliza­ 
tion” — 
that is, to give the 
largest portion to those districts 
which 
have 
the 
least 
local 
wealth. Thus, Teays Valley with 
a per-pupil evaluation if Sl8.uu<) 
is considered in term s of this 
distribution 
to be 
a 
wealthy 
district. Consequently, we are a 
“ non additional-aid” district and 
will receive only a flat distribu­ 
tion. 
Although the district will 
re­ 
ceive increased dollars under 
this newly enacted legislation 
it is here that one m ust c a re ­ 
fully analyze what the law im ­ 
m ediately obligates the district 
to do. Some of the requirem ents 
of the new bill are: 
(I) All school districts 
in 
the 
State of Ohio m ust m eet a m in­ 
im um salary schedule which is 
included in tile bill; this to be 
effective retroactive to Septem- 
ber 1st of this year. The dem and 


ol mon J> :o meet this salary 
schedule for the present staff 
tar 
exceeds 
any 
additional 
amount which m ay be receiv­ 
ed Irom State tunas. The anti 
t ip (ted increase of State m on­ 
ies will be approxim ately $55,- 
000 and above that received this 
past year. Yet the initial cost 
involved in 
meeting the new 
minim um salary schedule for 
teachers will obligate the dis­ 
trict for $132,000 m ore than that 
paid for teachers’ salaries this 
past school year. Many districts 
will realize as much, or m ore, 
from State funds than they will 
be required to expend — but the 
opposite is true in Teays Valley 
and 
all 
other 
such 
districts 
which 
have 
higher 
per-pupil 
evaluations. 
(2) A second m andate which 
comes as a part of this bill is 
that which has to do with non­ 
teaching em ployees (bus driv­ 
ers. cafeteria personnel, cleri­ 
cal w orkers, and custodial em ­ 
ployees). 
All 
such 
employees 
m ust be given a m inim um an­ 
nual increase of ten 
cents 
per 
hour, and shall be paid in ac­ 
cordance with a salry sched­ 
ule. Salary schedules were m ade 
m andatory by the passage of 
Amended Senate Bill 56. prior 
to the passage of Senate Bill 
350. The m echanics of this part 
of the new bill will require 
for 
the first year an additional $18.- 
OOO expenditure. 
(3- One of the most 
urgent 
requirem ents of the new bill is 
that all school districts, in or­ 
der to qualify for State funds, 
m u m . by Novem ber 30th. 1968, 
levy a m inim um of seventeen 
and one-half (17.5) mills for op­ 
eration; any district which fails 
to m eet this m inim um require­ 
ment by that deadline will lose 
all State monies. Teays Valley 
happens to be am ong a m inority 
of districts 
in Ohio which is 
presently below that m inim um ; 
the present rate for operation 
in the district is fifteen and sev­ 
en-tenths 
(15.7) 
mills. Com­ 
pounding the problem is the tact 
that to meet only the m inim um 
will not produce enough addi­ 
tional money to m eet the obliga­ 
tions outlined in (I) and (2> 
above not 
to 
mention 
other 
areas of critical need 
such as 
new buses, repair of buildings, 
furniture, and equipm ent. 
(4) Another feature which, as 
a part of this bill, becom es law 
on Novem ber 30th. is that all 
future levies m ust be voted as 
perm anent levies or indefinite 
levies; however, the levy which 
will be voted in N ovem ber will 
be for a period of five years as 
it will come to a vote prior to 
the effective date of the new 
provision. All future renew als 
and additional levies will have 
to Ik* written on a perm anent 
basis. AII present levies which 
are in effect will have to be vot­ 
ed again when they expire, as 
this part of the bill is not retro­ 
a c ts e 
(5) 
Levies 
aud 
bond 
issue 
will, from Novem ber 30th on, 
need only a simple m ajority for 
passage regardless when they 
are subm itted. Two special elec­ 
tions m ay be held during any 
calendar year for any single 
issue; and one would require on­ 
ly a sim ple m ajority affirm ative 
vote for passage. 
(6) 
Another powerful im pli­ 
cation of this com prehensive bill 
is that the State D epartm ent of 
Education has the responsibility 
to 
charter 
“ school 
districts” . 
The deduction from this provi­ 
sion is that any district which 
tails to assum e its financial re ­ 
sponsibilities or which fails to 
m eet or m aintain educational 
standards 
could 
legally 
and 
conceivably be solved 
by 
as­ 
signm ent to an 
adjoining dis­ 
trict or districts. In such a ease 
as this the tax rate of the di- 
tric t to which an area 
is 
as­ 
signed would autom atically pre­ 
vail. 
Perhaps mauy of these provi­ 
sions do represent revolutionary 
changes in the field of educa­ 
tion, yet, 
they 
are 
law. 
To 
m any school districts this bill 
was a financial boost — to cit­ 
izens of Teays Valley, however,

Kentucky and Mississippi this 
fall, the only GO F governor so 
far taking on such a mission.

spots in the gubernatorial ef­ 
forts by Louie B. Nunn in Ken­ 
tucky and ltubel Phillips in Mis­ 
sissippi. The two conservative 
but predominantly Democratic 
states have shown increasing 
Republican strength in recent 
years. 
They are tile only states hold­ 
ing general elections for gover­ 
nor in November.

Republican presiden­ 
tial candidate next year. Much 
of his strength now lies in tile 
South although many GOP offi­ 
cials there favor former Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon. 
Reagan is scheduled to speak 
Oct. 14 at a fund-raising affair 
in behalf of Nunn, 43. Nunn is 
making his second bid for gov­ 
ernor against Democrat Henry 
Ward after losing to Gov. E d ­ 
ward

votes four years ago.

His efforts could prove valu­ 
able to Reagan, considered a 
potential Republican presiden­ 
tial candidate next year. Much 
of his strength now lies in Hie 
South although many GOP offi-1 
cials there favor former Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon.
